CHURCH OF THE REFORMATION, ST. PAUL, MINNESOTA. 
The host church to the 58th annual convention is in a sense the birth- 


a - place of the Synod of the Northwest. It was there that the seven ministers 


representing six congregations resolved to constitute a church body in 
which English was to be the official language. That was on September 
23, 1891. The name of the congregation then was Memorial Church 
and it was located at West 6th Street between Franklin and Exchange — 
Streets. In 1911 it merged with St. James, located at Marshall Avenue > 
and Grotto Street, to form the Church of the Reformation. The present 
building arose in 1914 under the pastorate of the Reverend George H. 
Schnur. It is a commodious building, one of the earliest stone structures 
in the Synod, well adapted to the uses of a convention. 


Its pastor, the Reverend A. O. Frank, D.D., has served since 1946, 
coming to St. Paul from Fremont, Nebraska. He and his congregation 
were gracious hosts and did everything possible to minister to the com- 
fort of the guests and to the convenience of the organization.

The Committee on reception of congregations begs leave to submit the following 
report: 

(1) Gethsemane Evangelical ucheras Church, Milwaukee, organized March 21, 
1948, with 116 confirmed mezabers under the leadership of Synodical Missionary 
D. H. Shelhart. 

(2) St. Mark’s Evangelical Church, Waukesha, Wisconsin, organized 
May 2, 1948, with 63 confirmed members, under the leadership of Synodical Mission - 
ary George E. Dressler. 

(3) Crosslake Evangelical Lutheran Church, Crosslake, Minnesota, organized Oc- 
tober 19, 1947, with 24 confirmed members. Crosslake church is being served by 
Pastor Raymond Johnson of Swanberg and will be an addition to that parish. 


(4) Zion Evangelical Lutheran Church, Bagley, Wisconsin, organized in 1883, 
now having 209 confirmed members. 

(5) St. Peter’s Evangelical Lutheran Church, ‘Cassville, Wisconsin, organized in 
1890, now having 32 confirmed members. 

(6) St. John’s Evangelical Lutheran Church, Dresden, North Dakota, organized ~_ 
1896, now having 128 confirmed members and being served by Pastor G. Weise. 
Pastor Weise is applying for membership in the Synod. Accompanying this —— 
tion is a release from the Synod of Western Canada, duly signed by its bees | La 
Reverend J. E. Bergbusch. 
| We recommend that the above six congregations, having submitted their sppiiticions 

and constitutions, be received into Synod and that their representatives be sragted all 
the privileges of delegates to Synod. 
| We further recommend that those congregations above named which have not as 
yet adopted the model constitution for congregations be requested to adopt it. 

(7) A_ seventh application from. Immanuel Lutheran Church, Bathgate, North 
Dakota, which was organized in 1939, now having 78 confirmed members, has been 
made verbally to President Gerberding. When this congregation shall have made regu- 
lar written application satisfactory to President ‘Gerberding. we recommend that. this 
be received into Synod.

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


Seventeen years ago the Synod celebrated its 40th anniversary in Reformation 
church. It was on September 23, 1891, at Memorial church, one of the two former 
congregations that in 1911 merged to form the present Church of the Reformation, 
when seven ministers representing six congregations resolved to form the English 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest. It is therefore a great privilege that 
the Synod experiences in meeting again in this place. 

This, too, is a great anniversary year—not of fhe Synod but of the tuition 
church in America. It was 200 years ago that the first permanent synodical organiza- 
tion was formed in Pennsylvania under the leadership of the Reverend Henry Melchior 
Muhlenberg. This Synod owes much te the Ministerium of Pennsylvania. In fact 
three of the seven founding pastors brought their letters of transfer from that body 
and all of them came from synods directly descended from it. . The Synod therefore 
rejoices with the Ministerium and with all Lutheranism in America at the 200th anni- 
versary of its founding. 

At the Northwest’ s Synod convention here in 1931 the president rather pessimis- 
tically said, ‘“There is no doubt that the rapid external growth that has characterized 


(the Synod’ s) second twenty years’ history is not likely to be repeated in the near 
 future.’’ The statistics of today show that the Lord's blessing has indeed continued 


and that such a weakness of faith was not warranted. The membership of the Synod 
has increased from 90 congregations to 126; from 22,898 communing members to 
50,094; from a gross income of $705,895 to $1,777,153; and of benevolences from 
$124, 490 to $500,665. And three years of the third twenty are still before us. In a 
very recent article by Professor William H. Cooper he says, ‘Before Muhlenberg the 
Lutheran church of Germany had been Pauline in doctrine. After Muhlenberg she 
could be said to be Pauline in achievement. His work is a monument of her great 
awakening.” — the Bones: of the Northwest never cease to be Pauline in both 


respects. 
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Official Acts | 


Your president would respectfully report that since the last convention of Synod 
he has made contacts with 79 congregations of the Synod through 61 sermons, 42 
addresses, meetings with 16 church councils and 9 congregations. He has also attended 
4 meetings of the Synod’s conferences, 3 of its auxiliaries, and met with 14 boards 
and committees. He has attended 4 conventions of other synods and 3 ‘meetings of 
wider connections. He has delivered 5 lectures to Seminary classes, made 11 pastoral 


calls on the ministers of the Synod, performed 3 ministerial acts and participated in 
_8 surveys of prospective mission fields.

Pastors’ Salaries 


: The average salary of the pastors, including assistants, in our 105 parishes rose 
from $2,760 with parsonages in 1947 to $3,014 in 1948. Only 15 do not have 
parsonages. It is a well recognized fact that such an increase is not commensurate with 
the increase in the cost of living. On the other hand the above figure does not take 
into account the cost-of-living bonus of the Board of American missions to its pastors 
or many similar allowances given to pastors besides their salaries. The congregations 
are gradually awakening to their responsibilities toward the a of their pastors.

REPORT, OF SECRETARY ON CONFERENCES

~ Camp at Green Lake, Minn., is now in the hands of an incorporated Board. Also 

. that resolutions were adopted to emphasize the need for continued support of Lutheran 
- World Action and “‘that every effort be made to promote and encourage the increase 
in our benevolence giving beyond the 50% goal as proposed by the Synod.” 
The Wisconsin Conference at its September meeting elected Mr. Ronold A. Drechs- 
ler to be its lay member of the Executive Committee of the Synod. The management 
vias of the Pine Lake Camp of ‘this conference is also under the management of an incor- 
iy _ porated Board. The Conference also passed the following resolution: ““That we 
lay , establish an Old People’s Home at the earliest feasible time; that we establish a fund 
for this purpose, and, that a committee of three men be — to, study this mat- 
ter and report back to the Conference next year.’ —

REPORT OF THE HOME MISSION SUPERINTENDENT 


The year since the last convention of the Synod has been a good one in the prog: 
ress of home missions. The four synodical missionaries have been working new fields 
with the result of three organized congregations to be added to the roll of Synod and 
one other such project under way. There have been only four vacancies in mission con- 
gregations, one of which was filled by the transfer of a pastor from another, one too 
recent for definite action, and the remaining two have been supplied by senior semi- 
narians, both of whom have accepted their calls. gees ae 


Changes in Pastorates 


Bethlehem, Portage, Wi: isconsin, vacant since April, 1947, was supplied throughou: 
the year by senior seminarian Robert B. Anderson who has accepted the congregation's 


_ Fox Point church, Milwaukee, organized in 1947, acquired a pastor in the person 
rel ny Reverend William B. Downey, returned chaplain, who took charge on June 15. 
Calvary, Two Rivers, Wisconsin, made vacant by the resignation of the Reverend 

E. J. Blenker on August Ist welcomed the Reverend Wylock J. E. Scott of the Hold- 
ingford-Elm Dale parish on December 1, 1947. — | 

Holdingford-Elm Dale, Minnesota, made vacant by the resignation of Pastor 
Scott, was supplied by Pastor Marvin Moll until the congregation called senior semi- 
narian Howard Rice who has been in charge since February. 

St. John’s, Beaver Dam, Wisconsin, made vacant by the resignation of Pastor Mil- 
ton Johnson, effective April 30, 1948. 


New Home Mission Congregations 


St. John’s, Fargo, North Dakota, organized on, October 26, 1947, with 71 con- 
firmed members under the leadership of Synodical missionary Carl A. Almer. Pastor 
Almer has continued in its development and accepted the congregation's call to become 
its resident pastor effective May 1, 1948. 

Lancaster-Burton, Wisconsin: These congregations received into the Synod in 
1947 have been accepted as a mission field by the Board of American missions and 
have ay senior seminarian John Gerberding who has accepted the call effective June 
1, 194 

Gethsemane, Milwaukee, organized March 21, 1948, with 116 confirmed mem- 
bers under the leadership of Synodical missionary D. H. Shelhart has called senior 
seminarian Victor Wrigley, who has accepted the call effective June 1, 1948. 

St. Marks, Waukesha, organized May 2, 1948, with 63 confirmed members 
under the leadership of Synodical missionary George E. Dressler. 

Crosslake church, Crosslake, Minnesota, organized October 26, 1947, with 24 
confirmed members under the leadership of the Reverend Raymond E. Johnson. This 
congregation has united in a parish with Faith church, Swanberg. 

St. Cloud, Minnesota: Progress in the development of this field was stopped by 
the vacancy in the pastorate of the Holdingford-Elm Dale parish, with which it was 
associated, occurring about December Ist. Although no services were held since that 
time, your president has held occasional meetings with’ interested members. T wenty- 
two families hayé shown definite interest in the establishment of a congregation. In 
view of this the synodical home mission committee purchased four lots well located 
opposite a public school on 8th Avenue at 12th Street North and an army barracks to 
be placed thereon and used as a chapel. This congregation is to be served together with 


Holdingford and Elm Dale by pastor-elect Howard Rice. 


Church Extension Items 


Little change has taken place in the building situation. Only Faith, South Beloit, 
has been successful in getting actual operations started. 

The church at Butte has completed the interior of a chapel ‘remodeled from an old 
residence but is awaiting freer availability of materials before completing the pyrene 

The synodical mission at Tabor, Minnesota, has put a basement under its burch — 


relocated it without aid. 
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Bethany, Wisconsin Dells; Faith, Lilac Way; Teinity, Ft. Atkinson; St. Timothy's, 
Menasha; and Calvary, Two Rivers, are continuing their development of architectural 
plans, some of them awaiting bids from contractors. 

The following churches are negotiating with architects and developing financing 
programs with a view to building: Fox Point, Milwaukee; Mt. Zion, Wauwatosa; 
Portage, and Green Bay. Two former missions, Mt. Carmel, Minneapolis, and Trin- 
ity, Kenosha, are contemplating further expansion and pares for church extension 


loans. 
The following congregations have acquired parsonages: Deephaven; Mt. Zion, 


Wauwatosa; Fox Point, Milwaukee; and Oxboro. Emanuel, Menominee, has one 
under construction. | 
“$ynodical Missions 

Of the five parishes lieted last year as synodical missions, St. Luke’ s, Oxboro, Min- 


nesota, has become self-supporting beginning January 1, 1948. In view of the high | 


cost of living the aid to the others has continued unchanged. As noted above, Faith, 
Swanburg, has been strengthened by the organization of a new a at — 
lake about 10 miles distant. ) 


Salaries 


Recognizing the mounting cost al living the Board of American missions has not 
only encouraged the congregations it helps to increase their share of the missionaries’ 
salaries but has increased the cost of living bonus from 15% to 25% through at — 
least the first half of 1948. The synodical home mission committee made substantial — 
increases in the salaries of its four field missionaries. . 


‘Women's Missionary Society 


The. several conference Women’s missionary societies have continued their assistance 
to home mission work on their territories. 


Division of American ae 


The five regional committees under the Division of American missions of the Na- 
tional Lutheran council continue to function. Their work is not only negative to 
_ prevent overlapping of Lutheran work but they have been conscientiously promoting 

the oeennen of vacant fields by the bodies best able to establish churches. 


The Problem of Meeting-Places 


The most severe problem confronting your home mission committee is that of 
meeting places for the new congregations. While in one case this was solved by under- _ 
_ Writing the expensive rental of a school house, in two others it was deemed necessary _ 

for the Synod to purchase lots and to provide buildings. 

At Gethsemane, Milwaukee, the Board of American missions is cooperating with 
the Synod and congregation in erecting a concrete block chapel of churchly proportions 
and appointments. 

At St. Cloud the Synod is erecting a surplus army barracks and fitting it up for | 
use as a chapel. 

Obviously the expense involved in such procedure far exceeds the home mission 
budget and the available special home mission funds of the Synod. Increased resources 
must be provided for such necessities in the occupation of mission fields or it will be 
fruitless to continue the work of the present number of synodical missionaries. In the 
west St. Louis park section where synodical missionary Swasko is working the hold- 
ing of services was delayed several months by reason of lack of a place of meeting. 

There are two means within the Synod whereby, if they would be more fully 
developed, this need could be met. One is the home mission fund initiated in 1945 by 
an appropriation of $300, by St. Matthew's, Wauwatosa (which grant has been re- 
peated and increased in later years) and added to by other churches until, counting 
other funds combined with it, it amounted at the end of 1947 to $7,879.03. The 
many strong congregations that once as weak missions were helped by others could 
well follow St: Matthew's example and make this fund large enough to keep a full 
staff of four field missionaries working with meeting places provided. 

Another means toward this end is the movement inaugurated by the former stew- 
ardship secretary, Pastor Rasmussen, known as “Mission Sponsors."’ In this move- 
ment the goal is to have 100 subscribers give $100.00 annually for home mission work. 
The initial response to this movement was a large element in the resolution of the 
) or? to increase its staff of synodical missionaries from two to four. A wide response 
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to it now would encourage your nome mission committee to fill the ranks of full time 
synodical missionaries and thus continue the advance. of the Synod to enter the new 


- fields continually presenting themselves to it. 


Unnumbered Opportunities 


Your home mission committee does not desire to close its seport with a negative 
tone. It looks upon the problems as challenges and views with thanksgiving to the 
Lord of the Church the unnumbered opportunities that are simply emphasized by the 
problems referred to above. Surely this missionary synod will find a right solution to 


these problems.and proceed in faith to meet every eapenectic’ unat we see when we 
lift our eyes to the fields to be harvested.

Notable among these is the lay patriarch, 
Judge Andrew Holt, charter member of the oldest church in our Synod, founded for 
the use of the English language; Mr. Harold G. Olsen, member of the executive com- 
mittee, and Dr. M. K. Knauff, director of Northwestern Seminary. Our ithe and

The Rev. John Henry Graf, D.D. 


The Rev. Dr. John Henry Graf was born June 7, 1874, in Speicher, Cinteal of 
Appenzell, Switzerland, the son of Jacob Graf and Emma Tanner. He received his 
early education in the land of his birth, In 1894 he came to the United States and 
worked for two years in a store in Johnstown, Pennsylvania. 

In 1896 he entered the preparatory school of Thiel college in Greenville, Penn- 
sylvania, graduating in June, 1902, with the degree of Bachelor of Arts. In October 
of the same year he entered Chicago Lutheran theological seminary. 

Upon graduation from the seminary and the call of a church in Leetonia, Ohio, — 
he was ordained into the Lutheran Ministry in 1905. He was married to Henrietta 


‘Tiemann on July 6, 1905. To this union there were born a daughter and four sons, 
all of whom are living. : ages 


‘Pastor Graf served the church in Leetonia until 1906, at which time he accepted 


a call to St. Matthew’s church in Benwood, West Virginia. On New Year's Day of 


1909 he began service as pastor of the Mahoning county parish in Ohio. Here he 
served three congregations for 24 years, preaching in each church every Sunday. Dur- | 
ing these years, he was a member of the board of trustees of Thiel College, scaving 


- for nine years, four of these years as secretary. 


During his pastorate, he served for many years as secretary of the now West con- 
ference of the Pittsburgh synod of the United Lutheran Church in America. From 
1914-1918 Pastor Graf was German secretary and member of the executive commit- 
tee of that Synod. 

In the Pall of 1923, he was elected professor of German at Thiel college, which 
professorship he held until his retirement in May of 1944. He was honored by the 
college that he had served faithfully for so many years with the Doctor of Divinity 


_ degree in June, 1942. 


After his retirement, he moved to Kenosha, Wisconsin, and lived with his wife 


| at the home of his son, Theodore, at 7031 40th Avenue. While living in retirement, 


he frequently assisted his son, the Rev. Paul L. Graf, at the services of Trinity church. 


He also supplied a number of Kenosha pulpits. 


He became seriously ill in August, 1947, and passed from this life on January 12, 


1948, at 11:30 P. M. 


Funeral services were conducted by the Rev. Dr. R. H. Gerberding, president of 


the Synod of the Northwest, on Friday, January 16, at 2:00 P.M. from Trinity 
church, Kenosha, Wisconsin.

Again your committee wishes to thank the members of Synod for their continued 


and increasing support of the work of Foreign Missions. Once more we rejoice in 
the evidences of growing interest in carrying out our Lord’s great commission. We 


are grateful for the increase in general benevolent giving, as well as for special gifts. 
During the year another large anonymous donation was made by a layman. Two new 
parishes abroad were adopted: Trinity, Appleton in New Amsterdam, British Guinea, 


and Pentecost, Milwaukee, in Tsimo, China. The Epiphany appeal met with a whole- | 


hearted response in our Sunday schools. Interest in the cause was stimulated by the 


presence on our territory of Missionaries Ray Cunningham and Andrew Mazak, Presi- 


dent Peng Fu of the Lutheran Church in China, and Miss Nona Diehl. We appre- 
ciate the large place given to world missions in our Sunday schools. Children of the 
church, Luther leagues, Women’s missionary societies, and Bible Camps. 


Your committee chairman attended the conference in Harrisburg, Pa., where 150 


missionaries and nationals were present, and the annual meeting of the Lutheran for- 
eign missions conference in Minneapolis. At both there was a spirit of earnestness, 
urgency, determination and optimism. We are thrilled at the prospect of greater co- 
operation in this work through a commission of the National Lutheran council. He 
also commissioned Miss Eilene Ufkes in St. Louis as Luther league envoy to China. 


Her presence there has stimulated the interest among our leaguers and we are happy 


that she will remain longer than was originally expected. | } 

Members of our Synod continue faithfully at their far-flung posts. Dr. Edwin 
Moll is at this writing still in Palestine, where he successfully completed negotiations 
with the British government for gr cide worth approximately 27 million dollars, 

| Germany.* He is staying at grave personal danger. 
Mrs. Moll, who had been there rendering valuable assistance, was compelled to return 
due to the explosive situation. Rev. and Mrs. W. E. Wicklund are doing good work 
at Yeleshwaram, India. Rev. — Erickson has gone to Tsingtao, China; after 
completing his language study in Peiping. Dr. and Mrs. Robert Roth, having com- 
pleted a year of study in the Telugu language, will take their first examinations this 


month. He has been teaching some classes in Luthergiri Seminary. We have read with 


interest his articles, concerning interviews with Gandhi and Nehru. Rev. and Mrs. 


George Flora left New York by freighter for Liberia April 9th. Among his varied sup-

REPORT OF THE YOUTH AND CHRISTIAN 
EDUCATION SECRETARY 


(May !, 1947, to May I, 1948) 


oie Synod has continued to advance in its Parish Education program and its 
youth work. Sunday school enrollment had a record increase. T’he number of young - 
people participating in Luther league increased in great measure. The summer Bible 
- amp programs made great strides toward the future. Children of the Church‘ activity 
increased. Leadership training classes were more widespread than ever. : 


Church School 


Sunday school eeirctinele increased by 1,075 in 1947. On a percentage basis this 
is a gain of 5.8% (1946—4. Ae 1945—3. 4%). With enlistment demonstration 
rograms being conducted in Minneapolis and Milwaukee this spring, and in many 
individual congregations during the year, 1947 promises to bring a continuing increase. 
The Wisconsin Sunday school association convened at Trinity church, Appleton. 
_ in 1947, More than fifty leaders presented the most comprehensive program ever 
offered at a Sunday school meeting in our Synod. The theme was, ‘Improve, Increase, 
Inspire.’’ President of the association is the Rev. Charles Burmeister. Special emphasis 
during the year has been given to leadership training, cooperation in the promotion of 
the Pine lake camp project, promotion of enlistment, making a study of the. use of 
visual aids and giving advice and assistance to those seeking it, and directing a Sun- 
day school teachers’ reading course. 
-_ The Central conference church school association convened at Holy Trinity church, 
Minneapolis, in 1947. The parish education month theme was followed in the con- 
vention. Departmental institutes and surveys were conducted; special emphasis was 
given to enlistment. President of the association is the Rev. Harold Rasmussen. Special 
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effort during the current year is being given to leadership training, enlistment, coopera- | 
tion in the promotion of the Green lake camp project. 

About a dozen of our church school workers attended the tidbit’ council of 
religious education convention at Des Moines, Iowa, in 1947, 


Leadership Training © 


i dership training institutes were held at Milwaukee (196 enrolled), Minneapo- 
lis (129 enrolled), Madison, Beaver Dam, Racine, Marinette-—Menominee, St. Paul, 
Cannon Falls—Red Wing—Zumbrota—Goodhue, and a number of individual churches 
in 1947. Courses were also offered at the summer Bible camps. More schools report 
teacher training courses conducted in the Sunday school for prospective teachers. The 


- churches generally have taken the admonition to “‘improve’’ seriously; and the results — 


reported bear out the fact: that such effort is rewarding. 


Summer Bible Camps 


More than 500 young people and adults attended our camps last year. Wisconsin 
conducted two weeks of camp at Green lake. Central conference conducted two weeks 
at Amery. Montana offered one week at Red Lodge. Wisconsin is looking forward 
to its first year at the new camp at Pine lake. They have already received $35,000 
from their | ogee enough to purchase and equip the camp for use this summer. An- 
other $10,000 is being sought between now and September, with the remainder of 
the goal to be paid as soon as practicable. Seven full weeks of camp are planned for 
this summer. 

Central conference has paid for its camp site and is developing it as funds become 
available. They have a fine 31l-acre tract with a beautiful wood and splendid beach. 
The camp buildings and equipment will all be built with the specific needs of a sum- 
mer Bible camp in mind. Thus far about one-third of the financial goal has been 
received. Churches are being asked for $10,000 during April and May to assure 
ample funds for preparing the camp for this summer when an intermediate camp and 
a senior-young people camp will be conducted. After this summer the program will 
be expanded to include all age groups. 

The Montana camp will hereafter be known as the Western conference camp. The 
Western camp will again offer one week for all ages at beautiful, ideal Lion's camp 


near Red Lodge, Montana. 
Luther League 


Luther League activity has reached its highest peak in many years. Almost every 
congregation has a league at the present time. Weakest area is the Western conference 
where the barrier of great distances prevents the holding of rallies with their stimulat- 
ing effect on the local programs. Wisconsin leaguers convened at Appleton in 1947, 
will meet at First church, West Allis, this coming June. President is Mr. Paul Nelson 
of St. Matthew's, Wauwatosa, who, with the aid of an excellent committee, led the 
Wisconsin leaguers to the attainment of all their goals in 1947. Minnesota leaguers 
convened at St. Mark’s, Fargo, in 1947, will meet in the Twin Cities for their 50th 


- anniversary convention over the labor day week-end. President is Mr. Dan Anderson, 


Ascension, St. Paul, who has led the League to the point where it now leads the 
whole Luther league of America in contributions to the missionary project during 
this year and gives promise of attaining all its goals this year. Montana Luther 
leaguers convened at summer Bible camp in 1947, will do the same this year. Presi- 
dent is Mr. Dean Bergman, First church, Billings. Presidents Anderson and Nelson : 
attended the state and synodical league presidents’ conference sponsored by the Luther 
wages of America last November in Springfield, Ohio. 


Children of the Church 


‘There is renewed interest in this work. The service for the presentation of funds

No secretary has been appointed for this year. The youth and Christian education sec- 
retary will promote the program with the aid of selected leaders in each conference.

He participated in 37 committee meetings; took part in 14 
conventions and rallies; and presented a paper at the Parish and Church school board’s 


‘regional conference in Chicago. He conducted two Lutheran World Action rallies at 


Beloit and Fargo: atten the executive committee meeting of the Luther league of 
America, and the Luther league presidents’ conference, at Springfield, Ohio; and served 
as life service secretary for the Luther league of America. He represented the Luther 


league of America at the Manitoba Luther league and synod convention in Winnipeg, 


and at the Iowa Luther league camp; and he met with the youth secretaries of the 
other ULCA synods that have such full time workers. | | 

In addition to these activities, your secretary arranged an itinerary for Miss Eleanor 
Stelzner, children’s worker on the Parish and Church school board: and he laid plans 
for enlistment demonstrations in Minneapolis and Milwaukee this spring under Board 
secretary E. S. Spees. Your secretary has edited the ‘““Youth Leader,”” which has been | 
sent to more than 500 pastors and lay workers every other month.

_ The record shows that the Board of trustees of Carthage college and the Church 
have had real faith in Carthage college. Carthage college is now fully owned and con- 
* trolled by the four supporting synods—Synod of the Northwest, Wartburg, Illinois, 
and Iowa. Any achievements at Carthage college are your achievements. Let us take 
a brief look at the record of the past four years, 1944-1948. | 


1. Enrollment increased from 129 to 700—over 400 percent.

That is the record. Again, may I repeat the statement of ‘Jesus: “If thou canst 


believe, all things are possible.”’ 
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2, Our Students. 
Again, we can report a record enrollment—over 700. Not only is the college 


- growing in enrollment, but also in the percentage of students from the Lutheran 


church. Carthage is the most Lutheran college in the ULCA from the standpoint of 


‘students. This year, 67% of the students are Lutherans. This means that the church 


dollar given to Carthage college is transmitted directly in the Christian education of 
our own youth. 
Again, we remind pastors and parents that any student in “the upper half of the 


high school class who is a member in good standing in a congregation of this Synod, 


is eligible for the congregational scholarship, $70 per ne $280 for the four years. 


3. Our Teachers. 
Your College faculty now numbers 42 well-trained and equipped men ae women. 
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There were 16 new members brought to the staff this year. The percentage of faculty 
members who are Lutheran is being increased each year. 

_ In the Bible department, we now have two experienced pastors, each with advanced 
training and the Ph.D.: Dr. Harold E. Bernhard, and Dr. Altman K, Swihart. Dr. 
Swihart comes to the Carthage staff from the pastorate at Scarsdale, New York. He 
also taught at Wagner College. In addition, we have this year called upon nearby © 

astors to aid in our Bible department: The Rev. E. A. Piper, Fairfield, Iowa: the 

ev. Robert Schmidt, Liberty, Illinois: and the Rev. Paul Hersch, Carthage, Illinois. 


4. Buildings and Equtpment. 
| During the past year, the new commons building was constructed—providing for 
meals and also two large classrooms. A new student union was erected. In both cases, 
we were able to get our government to construct the buildings, except for levelling 
site and furnishing utilities. We have also secured from the government a warehouse | 
which the college is now completing. In addition; immense quantities of valuable equip- — 
ment were secured from the government without cost, or at very great discount. How- 
ever, this government program is now almost at an end. This will mean that we 
will need additional funds with which to purchase equipment preekerr, 


5. Finances. 
A glance at the financial report bdiw will show that your College now has income- 
_expense transactions involving nearly a half million dollars. Obviously, this means 
that the contribution from the Church may seem relatively smaller than a year ago— 
unless we now increase apportionment to the college. Really, we ought to be nt 
to increase contributions for the college these days. Four years ago, it cost the 
_theran church approximately $300 for each student at Carthage. Today. it costs aby 
about $70. True, we need more dollars now, but each dollar does more work. It 
should also be remembered that part of the contributions from the congregation goes 
right back through scholarships to youth from our congregations. 

The endowment report indicates conservative investment of funds entrusted to 


the College. 


6. Looking Forward 
: Some people think that great college enrollments are temporary. President Tru- 
man's commission on higher education estimates a national need for 4,600, 000 stu- 
dents in college by 1960. Apparently, our figures presented at Synod a year ago 
already need revision—-upward. It is now estimated that over 4 % of the population 
will be in college by 1960. 

What does that mean to us? Judging by the past 13 years’ growth, the four 
supporting synods will by 1960 have 320,000 baptized members (due to increased 
industrial development of this section of the country and due to increased home mis- 
sion activity, this estimate is probably too small.) If Lutherans attend college in the | 
ratio of the nation as a whole, we should have 10,240 by 1960. (Again, this is 
probably too small—Lutherans will probably attend college in greater ratio than the 
national average which includes slums, colored races and others whose tradition is low 
— college attendance. ) At present 1/5 of Lutherans in all colleges are attending Lutheran 
schools. (This is lamentable and should be increased.) Assuming that only 1/5 of 
these Lutherans will be at our own Lutheran college, this would mean an enrollment 
of eae Lutheran students at Carthage. (This takes no account of the non-Luther- 
ans 
What does Synod wish done at Carthage college—consolidate our gains and be 
satisfied? Or consolidate our gains and push forward? Both history and experience 
testify to the fact that you can’t win for yourself or for the Lord, by just consolidat- | 
ing gains. With that program, all you can do is hold your own for a while. Then 
recession sets in. 

Do we members of th he Lutheran Church have a vision of this Synod’s future— 
unprecedented growth, power, opportunities? Do we visualize her educational needs? 
The question is not, how large should the college be? The question is, how large or 
how small will the needs of the Church be a decade hence? Then we should plan to 
build a strong college which will be adequate and ready to meet pares needs of the 
church. 

In behalf of Carthage College and all who share responsibilities ou: we thank 
the Synod for her continued support. May the Carthage of the future be ready to 


render even greater service to our Church.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON LUTHERAN STUDENTS IN 
NON-LUTHERAN INSTITUTIONS 


In our report to the Synodical meeting of 1947 we stated that all work of our | 
United Lutheran Church among students in Non-Lutheran institutions had been 
transferred to the Student service commission of the National Lutheran council. 

The work of the church among students in institutions of learning is increasing in 
scope and importance. Realizing this the National Lutheran council has voted large 
appropriations. The amount. granted, however, does not begin to approximate the sum 
necessary to meet the requests that have come in from student pastors and foundations. 
Student houses for worship and social activities are a vital necessity at many schools. 
| Where foundations have been established or a student work committee has been 

organized this group is responsible for student work in its assigned territory and with- 
in the framework and policies of the National Lutheran council. Each foundation 
studies its local needs and operates on a budget. Annually it may make application to 
the Student service commission for grants but the limited budget of the commission 
prohibits it from underwriting much of the total cost. 

At the request of our committee the Synod of the Northwest made generous appro- 
priations to our student work at the University of Wisconsin and the University of 
Minnesota. These annual gifts enabled these foundations to pass over a very difficult 
period. | 

During the past year the thembere of the congregations of our Synod have con-- 
tributed in four ways: (a) in the red side of our regular envelopes—which gifts go 
to the National Lutheran council and on to the Student service commission; (b) 
_ special appropriation from the Synod of the Northwest; (c) special gifts from con- 
gregations of our Synod; and (d) gifts from members of 6ur congregations to the 
foundations. . 
| We recommend that twenty-five hundred dollars be appropriated to the work sdas 
Lutheran Students in non-Lutheran institutions to be apportioned as follows: To the 
Lutheran Student Foundation at the University of Wisconsin, 40%; to the Lutheran 
Student Foundation of Minnesota, 40%; to our Lutheran Student Foundation at 
Fargo and Grand Forks, 20%. 

We urge our congregations to support this important work by special appropria- 
tions authorized by the church councils of comgregetons. and by gifts from societies 


7 or individuals within the church, 
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We wish to thank the pastors of our synod for the good work they have done at 
student centers. We realize full well the handicaps under which you labor. When more 
funds are available the National Lutheran Council will doubtless make larger ap-

REPORT OF THE STEWARDSHIP COMMITTEE 


Your committee has held three meetings during the year besides the one held in 
connection with the 1947 convention of the Synod. Its special attention has been 
devoted to the ULCA effort for ‘‘doubled discipleship’’ this year and toward Lutheran 
World Action. Its whole objective was struck a terrific blow by the resignation of 
the synod’s stewardship secretary, the Reverend H. T. Rasmussen, but the committee 
has tried to carry on in spite of that loss and the momentum of Pastor Rasmussen's 


thorough work has not yet ceased. | 
Doubled Power 


In the preparation for the every member visitation the committee prepared one 
iece of. literature, ‘“What Would You Think?’’ written by the Reverend Clemens H. 
_ Zeidler. It depended largely upon the excellent materials furnished by the Lutheran 

laymen’s movement in the way of printed matter and especially upon its moving pic- 
ture, ‘And Now I See.”” Your committee besides the activity of all 14 of its_-mem- 
bers enlisted 22 other members of official boards or staff members in both Synod and 
_ ULCA for personal visitations to every pastor in the Synod suggesting the best uses 

of the available materials and the best methods for conducting the EMV. The results 
are apparent thus far in 1948 by the treasurer’s report that benevolence income is 
approximately 30% above what it was for a comparable period in 1947. If that 
rate of increase continues it will not take a great deal of extra effort for the Synod 
to give to the ULCA double the apportioned amount of $146,151. Not the least of 
the committee’s work was the routing of the 10 film copies of ““And Now I See” so 
as to make it available to every congregation in the Synod before the fall EMV. It — 
also made available 10 copies of the film strip ‘“Team Work.’’ Two copies of “And . 
Now I See’’ and eight of “Team Work” are still available for distribution. |

: At the September meeting your committee offered its services for the promotion 

of Lutheran World Action through 1948. With that in view it met in Minneapolis 
on December 10th to hear the presentation of the increased needs by Director Paul C. 
_Empie. At that meeting it elected the Reverend Paul Luther Wetzler, D.D., as chair- 
man for Lutheran World Action and under his alert leadership provided for the hold- 
ing of rallies to reach most of the pastors, councilmen and auxiliary officers in the 
Synod at which the new moving picture, ‘“‘March of Faith,’’ was given preliminary 
showings. Subsequently it has been shown practically throughout the Synod and the 
interest that has been manifest indicates another successful effort for Lutheran World 
Action throughout the 


Eva ngelism in 1949 


The third great project of the stewardship committee is its engagement of the 
evangelism secretaries, ‘Pastors Lesher and Dexnis, of the Board of social missions for 
a synod-wide effort in personal evangelism in January, 1949. The cooperation of 
all pastors and congregations is expected at that time and again the Synod of the North- 
west will be among the first of all the National Lutheran council groups in the nation- 
wide evangelism campaign that is planned for the next two years. 


Visual Aids 


The committee has authorized the preparation of a moving wictate entitled “The 
Beautiful Synod of the Northwest’’ which is now ready and available for use in con- 
gregations. It has also prepared through the artistry of the Reverend George B. Mc- 
Creary two sets of slides, one on the Rocky Boy Mission and one on the scenic won- 
ders of the Synod’s territory. It has authorized a collection of Kodachrome slides 
showing all the churches of the Synod, both exterior and interior. Pastor McCreary © 
is these and preparing them for use.

In addition to these activities the committee has continued its supervision of the 
devotional booklet, the Synodical Bulletin and the monthly stewardship letter.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON SOCIAL MISSIONS 


_ The Committee on Social Missions reports: 


(1) The need for homes for the aged is still a desperate one. The Wisconsin — 
conference at its fall meeting at Antigo authorized the appointment of a committee to 
o ahead and start homes. The chairman of this committee and the Rev. Paul E. 
ishop, president of the conference, have investigated two possible home sites in Mil- 
waukee, but neither was satisfactory. Another site is to be investigated in Appleton. 
An attempt will be made to start several homes that will care for groups of twenty 
people, or about that number. It is the plan to have homes for the aged established 
with the expectation that they will serve old ‘people who come from their immediate 
vicinity. 

(2) The Lutheran wealiaie society of Wisconsin, under the leadership of its 
executive secretary, Mr. Morris Hursh, completed the most successful year in its his- 
tory. The society has grown, it has become increasingly useful in serving the needs 
of Wisconsin, and its income and expenditures have been greater than ever before. 
An effort is being made to secure a field secretary and general contact man for the 
society. About 11 per cent of the confirmed membership of the approximately 740 
_ National Lutheran council churches in Wisconsin contribute to the support of the 
society. 

(3) Through the leadership of the Stewardship committee plans are being made 
to have the Rev. Royal E. Lesher, director of evangelism for the United Lutheran 
Church in America, come into our synod in January, 1949, to direct a synod-wide 
campaign of evangelism. 

(4) Our synod continues to be represented on the Board of Social Missions of 
the United Lutheran Church in America by our president, the Rev. R. H. Gerberding, 
D.D., and by Mr. John Jouno, of Milwaukee. 

(5) The Rev. Henry Whiting, formerly executive secretary of the Wisconsin

We thank you for the privilege of re- 
porting as an auxiliary. — 
The missionary program is one of steady: and action, and offers opportunity for 
Christian fellowship for our church women. _ 
The General Society has a membership of about 75,000 and our Northwest ranks 


8th in the 30 synodical societies with a membership of 3,500 in 143 societies. Total 
7 for our Northwest Society for the year ending June 30, 1947, were $24,275.-_ 


It was the happy seliileds of the society’s president to attend a meeting of the 
Synodical Presidents, Staff and Executive hdbe in Philadelphia, April 27-29. In 
addition to the presentation and discussion of our program and an exchange of ideas, 
we Sat in on a regular session of the Executive Board and listened to reports and re- 
quests of the Foreign Mission Board as presented by Dr. Luther A. twald, Ex- 
ecutive Secretary, and of the American ‘Missions Board by Dr. Zenan M. Corbe, dong ~ 
ecutive Secretary. 
You might be interested to know that our General Sneiaes budget. for the wees : 
1948 is $700, 000.00 of which $431,000 is budgeted for the Foreign Mission Board — 


and $104;000 for the American Missions Board. Our budget contributes to all the :

-- women have given Thankfully, Prayerfully, Daily and Generously. We have given 


for buildings and station wagons in India; equipment and a woman worker for 


Sitka, Alaska; homes for home mission pastors; and toward a rest house in Liberia. 
We are giving a home for women missionaries in British Guinea; a new wing on the © 
Rajahmundry Hospital and a Natural Science Dept. for Andhra Christian College in , 
India; and new missionaries and their equipment in China and Japan. 

Though the Women’s Missionary ‘Society is still the official Auxiliary it is now — 
_ presenting two plans we may follow:*The regular W.M.S. organization and the Uni- 
fied Program known as the Women of the Church. The latter is most popular and 
successful in the west. If the women’s organizations in the individual churches are 


functioning satisfactorily, there is no need for a change. Object of the Unified Pro- « 
gram is to interest more women, and to correlate the work of the different women's 


groups. Some of you pastors have worked out such an organization with your 
women’s groups and find it a solution to a Ladies’ Aid and a Missionary Society 
which often had the same members. ; 

In this new organization all have part ‘in ‘the missionary program and the com- 
bined interests of the local church and the world church. Some have circles within 
the organization which have ‘different interests, such as sewing for Lutheran Welfare, 7 
study groups, altar guilds, etc. 

In new congregations it is well to start with 3 a Women: of the Church organization. 
If women’s groups are established, the desire for a change should come from them, 
and all groups should be consulted. It should be done slowly and in answer to a 
need ; and always and only with the pastor's consent and cooperation 

We are thankful for our faithful and consecrated women who give unstintingly ae 
sacrificially of their energy, talents and money for the advance and promotion of One 
World in Christ. Our women are concerned about the needs in the world and our 
societies have given money and clothing to L.W.R. and to L.W.A. 


Sometimes through an open door, a F. M. Conference, a H.M. appeal, or a stirring 
address on L.W.A., we catch a vision of the limitless opportunities for service, and 
we are staggered and humbled by them; but we pray that we may be used, that our 
weakness may be made strong oF our enlisting the whole womanhood of our 
churches. 

We wish to express gratitude to our president of Synod, Conference presidents, and 
to you pastors for your guidance and encouragement and rely on your continued as-
